DR.  A.  L.  SACHAR  PREACHER  On  Friday  Evening,  Nov.  29 

On  Friday  evening,  November  22nd,  Rabbi  Steinberg  will  discuss  “The  Sense 
of  Wonder.”  The  suggestion  for  the  sermon  came  to  him  while  he  was  preaching  on 
“Albert  Einstein  on  God”  in  the  pulpit  of  our  congregation.  Among  the  quotations 
which  Rabbi  Steinberg  read  was  one  which  ran  as  follows:  “The  feeling  of  mystery 
is  at  the  heart  of  both  the  religious  and  the  scientific  enterprises.  To  live  without  a 
sense  of  wonder  is  to  be  a  snuffed  out  candle.”  What  is  this  “sense  of  wonder”  which 
looms  so  large  in  the  lives  of  some  men,  why  is  it  important  for  full  living,  and  how 


is  it  to  be  acquired  ?

On  the  Friday  evening  of  November 
29th,  Dr.  Abram  L.  Sachar  will  speak 
to  the  congregation  as  the  first  of  the  guest 
lecturers  brought  to  our  Synagogue  by  the 
Committee  on  Adult  Education.  His  sub¬ 
ject  will  be  “New  Forces  That  Challenge 
Our  Times”.  Dr.  Sachar  is  one  of  the 
most  colorful  and  attractive  personalities 
on  the  Jewish  lecture  platform.  A  former 
professor  of  History  at  the  University  of 
Illinois,  the  author  of  books  and  numerous 
articles,  Dr.  Sachar  now  supervises  the 
Hillel  Foundations  at  a  number  of  Amer¬ 
ican  universities.  No  one  should  miss  the 
opportunity  to  hear  this  address. 

Einstein’s  Religious  Views 

Before  an  extraordinarily  large  congre¬ 
gation,  Rabbi  Steinberg  on  November  8th 
discussed  Dr.  Einstein’s  views  of  religion 
as  expressed  not  only  in  his  address  before 
the  Conference  on  Science,  Religion  and 
Philosophy  held  last  fall  at  the  Jewish 
Theological  Seminary  but  also  in  his  other 
writings.  Rabbi  Steinberg  analyzed  Dr. 
Einstein’s  rejection  of  a  “personal”  God, 
indicating  that  it  represented  a  protest  wide¬ 
ly  found  even  in  religious  circles  against 
the  naive,  childlike  God-concept.  On  the 
other  hand,  Rabbi  Steinberg  asserted,  Dr. 
Einstein,  though  he  does  not  use  the  name 
God,  does  recognize  as  the  essence  of  the 
universe  the  “Supreme  Reason.”  That  Su¬ 
preme  Reason  while  it  is  not  a  full  God-

idea  is  very  near  to  one.  Rabbi  Steinberg 
then  discussed  how  it  comes  to  pass  that 
in  Dr.  Einstein’s  reluctance  to  transfer  the 
word  God  from  the  childish  notion  to  the 
mature  conception,  Rabbi  Steinberg  saw  one 
of  the  unfortunate  consequences  of  imma¬ 
ture  religious  ideas.  l'he  sermon  closed 
with  an  exhortation  to  the  congregation, 
urging  continuous  thought  development  in 
religious  conceptions,  both  for  the  sake  of 
the  health  of  the  religious  life  and  also  so 
that  distinguished  personalities  such  as  Al¬ 
bert  Einstein  who  recognizes  the  existence 
of  religious  realities  may  not  be  repelled 
from  them  by  the  immaturity  of  these  con¬ 
ceptions  in  the  minds  of  religious  people. 

Discussing  “What  Is  Wrong  With  Jew¬ 
ish  Leadership?”  in  his  sermon  on  Friday 
evening,  November  15th,  Rabbi  Steinberg 
indicated,  first,  that  there  was  no  author¬ 
ized  Jewish  leadership.  This  he  ascribed  to 
the  absence  of  organization  in  Jewish  com¬ 
munal  life.  And  second,  that  such  self- 
appointed  leadership  as  exists  is  quite  un- 
Jewish  in  its  interests,  with  the  result  that 
many  significant  Jewish  organizations  are 
directed  by  personalities  who  have  no  devo¬ 
tion  to  the  Jewish  religion  and  Jewish  cul¬ 
ture.  Only  when  the  American  Jewish 
community  is  adequately  organized  and 
only  when  Jews  who  take  Judaism  serious¬ 
ly  insist  on  a  positive  Jewish  attitude  in 
those  who  stand  at  the  head  of  Jewish  or¬ 
ganizations  will  Jewish  life  begin  to  deal 
efficiently  with  this  problem  on  how  to 
make  appropriate  provision  for  the  preser¬ 
vation  of  distinctive  Jewish  values.
